AGRICULTURAL REPORT FOR SEPTEMBER: 

The wheats in some counties have risen rathér thinner to the 
fickle than, from their appearance, they were expected to do}; 
hut they are heavy in hand, from the Gorm being large and fine, 
except in a few partial spots where they were affected by the 


mildew, 
The barleys are mdre than averagé crop, but have been a 
pood deal ed By * shecessive rains; Where they were 


throwa down by the showers of last month, they have been 
hedge grown, which always renders them more difficult to har- 
vest well when the weather is not bright. 

The oats are a good crop, and will be very productive, al- 
thoogh much of the grain ‘Was fallen out of the ear, and in some 
places has been ploughed in, to stand for a crop next year. 

The beans, peas, dnd all the leguminotis tribe, will be 
more that an average crop : but those that do nét throw off the 
leaf, have beea considerably injured by the continued rains and 
cloudy weather, 

Turaips, and all the braisica species, ate very abutidant. 
Potatoes rise a large trop; and free from rand. 

The afterniaths, both of clover and natural grasses, are 
very large, and will produce an abundance of autuma feed, as 
the weather has prevented them from being mown for latter liay.

The clergy in her own neighbourhood were invited by her,

She foand believers at a distance: | Seven men came 
from different parts of the country to examine—that is—to 
believe in hers these were der seven stars; and when at ano- 
ther time seven more arrived upon the same wise errand, she 
observed, in allusion to one of (bose vulgar sayings from which 
all her allusions are drawa, that her seven stars weré come to 
fyuricen. Among these early believers were three clergymen, 
ove of them a man of fashion, fortune, and noble family, It is 
not unlikely that the woman at first suspected the state of her 
own intellects: cher letters appear to indicate this; they ex- 
press\a tumble submission to wiser judgments than her own; 
and coald she have breathed the first thoughts of delusion into 
the ear of some pious confessor, it is more than probable that 
she would have soon acknowledged her error at his feet, and 
the phrensy wiich has now infecied thousands would have been 
cut of on ifs first appearance. But when she found that per- 
sons into whose society nothing else could ever have elevated 
her, listened to her with reverence, believed all her ratings, 
aud supplied her with means and money to spread (hem abroad, 
ii is not tobe wondered at Wf she weat on more boldly ;—the 
gainfulness Of the wade soon silencing all doubts of the truth of 
her mspitation, : 

Some of ber foremost adberents were veterans in credulity 
they had ‘been initiated in the mysteries of animal magnetism, 
had received tpiritual circumcision from Brothers, and were 
thus doubly qualified for the part they were to aet in this new 
drama of delusion, To accommodate them, Joanua confirmed 
tie authenticity of this last fanatic’s mission, and acknowledged 
Limas King of the Hebrews,—but she dropt his whole mytho- 
logy. Her heresy in its main part is not new. The opinion

of ave, admitred receiving the money, but stated that Mrs, Pugh 
had gone with him and tie child in a coach, and after dis- 
charging.the conc h, and waiting an epportunity, had drepped 
the child ia the court where it was afterwards found. Mrs. 
Pugh, op the other hand, asserted that she never went into the 
coach with him, but waited for bio ia Holburn, while he vein 
with the child. The old man persisted im his former statement, 
amt they were beth committed for trial. 

During the above examinution, Mrs. Pugh produced several 
letters, which she stated were writien by tite mother of tthe 
infaut; but the Magistrate objected to their being read, ot- 
serving, there was some delicacy due to the family and con- 
nxions uf the voune lady (the mother) who, le was informed 
were truly respectable persons ; aud another consideration was, 
that her father and the cbild’s grandfather was on his death- 
bed, and it was bat common humanity to spare bim this heart- 
rending paug in his last moments, particalarly as the disclosure 
of the name could nut at preserl benefit the cake. Mr. Gartr- 
Firas, the Common Covocilwan, also stated, that he was 
well acquaiated with the faniily ef the mother of the ehiid ; 
and that the young lady, until this disclosure, had been con. 
cilered most amiable aad discreet; her pregnancy was never
